Organized Medicine Is Urged 
To Halt Thought Control' 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 — i.W— 
The doctor-chairman of a presiden­ 
tial health commis.sion said Mon­ 
day that organized medicine should 
cease “ its current policy of pro­ 
claiming that it alone can decide 
what the 
average doctor should 
think about the pressing problems 
of the day.” 
Dr. Paul Magnuson, 
head 
of 
President 
Truman’s 
“Commis­ 
sion on the Health Needs of the 
Nation.” 
whose 
formation 
has 
been sharply criticized by some 
members of the American Medi­ 
cal Association, told the Scientif­ 
ic Assembly of the 
District of 
Columbia Medical Society: 
“ From the bottom of my heart 
I want to say this to every doctor I 
in this country: It is our plain and 
simple duty as doctors to furnish 
leadership in every national, state 
and community effort to look into 
ways of improving health condi­ 
tions in America. 
“ lf organized medicine is to re ­ 
tain its rightful place of esteem in 
our society, it had better cease and | 
desist at once from its current pol­ 
icy of proclaiming that it alone 
can decide whether there are any 
health problems in this country, 1 
and that it alone can decide what 
the average doctor should 
think 
about the pressing problems of the 
day.” 
Magnuson did not define what he i 
meant by “ organized medicine.” 
He made the statement in re­ 
lating his reasons for accepting 
President Truman’s appointment 
last November to head the com­ 
mission under a 
directive “ to 


make a critical study of the na­ 
tion's total health requirements 
and to recommend courses of ac­ 
tion to meet these needs.” 
“ I told the President,” Dr. Mag­ 
nuson said, “ that I was unalter­

Marys, Scio, Smithfield, Tiltonsville 
and Yorkville. 
Commission Chairman Robert L.

Moulton said a date for hearing 
complaints on service covering the

Attorney Sidney Griffith, speak­

enough to

pealed the amount of the emerg­ 
ency increase to the Ohio supreme 
court.

NEW YORK- UK -M o re than 
IOO years ago Abraham Lincoln 
won election to Congress with an 
expenditure of 75 cents. 
Friends raised a purse of $200 
for his campaign,

Lincoln 
toured his

ers in

or

homes. 
He defeated* his opponent, Pet­ 
er Cartwright, a minister, 6,340 
votes to 4,829. Lincoln immedi­ 
ately returned $199.25 of the $200 
advanced by his supporters. 
“ I made the canvass on my 
own horse,” he explained. “ My 
entertainment, being at the hous­ 
es of friends cost me nothing; 
and my only outlay was 75 cents 
for a barrel of cider, which some 
farmhands insisted I should treat 
to.”

trast to the complicated task of 
winning public office today. 
“ If Abe Lincoln tried that now 
all he would get is saddle sores 
for his pains,” said a man wise 
in the ways of politics.

Third, provide systematic treat­ 
ment for all diseased cows. 
Fourth, practice p r e v e n t i v e 
measures such as proper milking 
methods, good bedding and housing, 
and strict .sanitation. 
Fifth, provide for periodic re-ex­ 
amination of the herd and immedi­ 
ate treatment of animals showing 
udder trouble. 
This plan is usually effective if 
every tep is conscientiously car­ 
ried out until the herd is free of

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FINLAND SHOWS WAY 
LITTLE FINLAND, WHEN IT surren­ 
dered to Russia in 1944, was a shattered 
country, with little hope of being restored 
to its former integrity and well-being. Rus­ 
sia took 15 per cent of its best land, sending 
700,000 Finns into exile. 
Reparations demanded by Moscow in­ 
creased as a result of inflation to nearly 
$1 billion. Now Finland has paid off the 
last penny of its “ ransom" to Russia and is 
paying its other obligations promptly, in­ 
cluding its debt to the United States. 


Finland has resisted all Russian efforts 
to reduce it to a captive state and 
has 
maintained its independence against t h e 
greatest odds. Devastated by war, the 
country has been restored. War took the 
life of every sixth man iii battle and or­ 
phaned every ninth Finnish child. 
These obstacles have been overcome in 
eight years through the industry of a great 
people who refused to accept defeat. It is 
an example that could be followed w i t h 
profit by the United States. A government 
dedicated to economy and a populace de­ 
termined to work could wipe out the na­ 
tional debt and restore national stability. 


FREEDOM FOK TRAITORS? 
SHOULD FREEDOM BE GRANTED to 
those who seek .to destroy freedom? Joel 
H. Hildebrand of the University of Califor­ 
nia, one of the nation's leading educators, 
expressed the view at Atlantic City that it 
shouldn’t. He was not speaking of the free­ 
doms guaranteed in the Bill of Rights, but 
of alleged freedom for Communists*to hold 
teaching positions in which they slavishly 
parrot the political propaganda of Moscow. 
That isn’t freedom at all. Men who do 
not do their own thinking are not free. 
Academic freedom should protect the right 
of teachers to do their own thinking and 
express their own views, but it does not 
give them the right to be the deliberate 
spokesmen for a foreign nation that seeks 
the destruction of this country. Nor does it 
give them the right to operate under false 
pretenses. 
But traditional freedoms—of the press, 
speech, religion, the right to equal justice 
under the law, and the rest—are not limited 
to those who believe in them. Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, the great philosopher of American 
freedom, said so plainly in his first inaug­ 
ural address.

In the faith of my fathers, atonement is 
an essential expression of the relationship 
of man to God. It is accepted that man is 
fallible.

The fast of Yom Kippur, to which Jews 
throughout the world consecrate t h e m ­ 
selves today, is called in English, the Day 
of Atonement. It is a day on which men. 
women and children of the Jewish f a i t h 
confess their sins and atone for them. All 
confess together and atone in the presence 
of each other. 
The experience of my people is l o n g 
upon this earth. This year is 5713 of known 
history for them, and although the record 
of a people is not transmissible in blood 
and memory, it is handed down from father 
to son in traditions, in the knowledge of 
life and character and conduct. 


And this we know: that hard times fol­ 
low good times; that the seven lean cows, 
as Joseph nek, would consume the seven 
fat cows; that after great prosperity al­ 
ways come troubled times and fearful peo­ 
ple. This has been human experience and 
perhaps what often makes the Jew so 
touchy is that from Abraham until t h i s 
very day, he has witnessed the curious 
phenomenon that wise and competent men, 
as well as knaves and fools, foul their own 
world once they have grown rich and pow­ 
erful and sure. Only those who live in the 
fear of retribution live prudently. 
Thus, we, in this country, h^ve ourselves 
witnessed the changeover from good times 
to bad, from profligacy to the need f o r 
frugality, from sureness to fear. We were 
the richest people on earth before 1929 and 
little taxed; we are now the most taxed 
people on earth and constantly going deep­ 
er in debt. We were proud and independ­ 
ent, each man sure in his own home, pro­ 
viding for his family by his own ingenuity 
and hard work, begging of no one, surely 
not of his government. Since 1932, we have 
become increasingly dependent upon gov­ 
ernment. 


For more than a century, we lived in 
peace with all the world (except for t h e 
slight Spanish-American War). Since 1917, 
we have engaged in what seems to be a 
constant, unending, costly war in which our 
sons are being devoured and our wealth 
consumed. 


It is unbelievable that these changes are 
without cause. Everything in life has mean­ 
ing. Everything in each man’s life is relat­ 
ed to all that has gone before. Therefore, 
when the greatest and richest and most 
powerful of all nations faces disaster and 
piles confusion upon confusion, the cause 
must be sought, the explanation must be 
found.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Acne a Common Complaint of 
Adolescent Boys and Girls 


By HERMAN N BUNDESEN, M.D. 
ACNE I* one of the commonest 
disorders of adolescent boys and 
girla. It usually calls for a careful 
diet, which lf outlined in a gen­ 
eral way. More serious cases may 
require treatm ent with drugs, 
hormones or vitamins. 
Adolescence is a time of stress 
and strain for the whole body, as 
the tissues and processes of the 
child change to those of an adult. 
Sometimes these changes are a 
bit too sudden or too rugged for 
an individual and lead to various 
upsets, both physical and mental. 
Doctors are quite fam iliar with 
these temporary disturbance*. 


Gland Disturbance 
Acne comes from a disturbance 
of certain glands In the skis. 
known as the sebaceous or oil 
glands. It is seen more often in 
boys than girls, though it Is quite 
frequent In both. Its most usual 
location is on the face, shoulders, 
chest and back 
After Its onset in adolescence, 
the disease may continue for 
some years. Serious cases can be 
very disfiguring, and may even 
cause perm anent scars. 
W hat are the changes that at- j 
tack the skin gland in this way? 
It is thought th a t the underlying1 
cause Is an overproduction of 
male hormones at this time Re­ 
member th at the body begins to 
produce more of the eex hor-1 
mones at adolescence, and worn- 1 
en, as well as men, produce some 
of the male hormones. These j 
hormones cause the sebaceous i 
glands to over-secrete a waxy 
qnbstance th at plugs up the gland ! 
and forms a pimple. This type of I 
plug or blackhead is present in { 
all cases of acne. 
Well-Balanced Diet 
The boy or girl suffering from 
acne should eat a well-balanced I 


diet of vegetables, fruit, milk, 
eggs and meat. Meat should be 
eaten only once a day. Plenty of 
water Is also important—six to 
eight glasses daily. The bowel 
movements should also be kept 
regular 
The foods to avoid are pastries, 
such as pies and cakes, Ice cream, 
fried foods, iodized salt, peanut 
butter, nuts and chocolate. The 
diet should also be light in sugar, 
fats, meats, potatoes, bread, mac­ 
aroni and cheese. 
Ointments May Help 
The face should be washed with 
a mild soap several times daily, 
I but the person should not squeexe 
; the pimples or blackheads. Oint­ 
ments containing 
sulfonamide 
are sometimes of help in clearing 
1 up cases of acne. 
i 
Since this condition is so often 
due to an excess of male hor­ 
mones, It has been found that 
. small doses of female hormones 
may be of help. Careful tests 
have shown th at patients who re­ 
ceived small doses of hormones 
rarely failed to show some im­ 
provement. Large doses of vita­ 
min A may also be of great help. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
H A.: I am marrying a girl 
one of whose uncles is a deaf- 
mute. Is there any chance of any 
of our children having this dis­ 
order? 
Answer: If »oi and the girl are 
not related, ann lf there is no 
other case of this disorder In 
either family, the likelihood of 
any of your children being deaf- 
mutes is very slight. In only about 
half of the deaf-m utes is the dis­ 
order Inherited.

children 
frequently results because the 
mother had Germ an measles be­ 
fore the third m onth of preg­ 
nancy.

their families.” 
Sen. Richard Nixon, in explain­

his $18,000 expense fund, 
said it was extremely difficult to 
live on a senator’s salary. 
President 
Truman 
repeatedly 
has said it’s hard to attract, and 
keep, first class men working for 
the government. 
Are public officials underpaid7 
Are taxpayers cheating themselves 
by not getting topflight men for the 
complex, difficult job of govern­ 
ment? 
There are no sure-fire answers 
to these questions, but it’s interest­ 
ing to look at some of the salaries 
now being paid. 
“The Book of States” put out by 
the Council of State Governments 
has statistics up to July, 1951. 


SOME OF THESE figures may 
have been changed in the last year, 
but even so they will illustrate 
Stevenson's point of the wide vari­ 
ations in the pay of state execu­ 
tives.

IN GENERAL, federal salaries 
look better.

Modem World 
Is Challenge To 
Disease Control 


An indication of the problem vet­ 
erinarians and livestock health offi­ 
cials face in keeping disease out­ 
breaks under control under present 
day transportation conditions was 
reported today by one of the veter­ 
inary medical magazines. 
The report said that a rare diar­ 
rheal ic disease of turkey poults, 
formerly confined to small por­ 
tions of California and Minnesota, 
was recently introduced to .several 
Indiana 
farms in the following 
fashion: 
An Indiana hatchery had some 
fertile turkey hatching eggs flown 
to its incubators directly from Cali­ 
fornia. 
The 
eggs 
were subsequently 
hatched and the poults were dis­ 
tributed to neighboring farmers. 
A short time later the alarmed 
owners reported that as many as 
15 percent of the young poults from 
six to 12 days old were dying of a 
strange disease. An investigation 
showed that the* new disease—Ari­ 
zona paracolon infection—had been 
flown to the midwest in just 24 
hours, and within a month was 
causing serious death losses. 
Fortunately in this case, veteri­ 
narians were able to bring the out­ 
break under control. But the story 
emphasizes the dramatic fight that 
is carried out daily to keep infec­ 
tious livestock and poultry diseases 
in hand in the United States. 
Modern day transportation would 
also permit the introduction of for­ 
eign 
diseases 
into 
the 
United 
States within a matter of hours so 
our livestock health officials are 
constantly on the alert, authorities 
point out.
